Every casualty list published by 
iFie press ii subjected to a close 
(Mutiny. When the name of 3 Win- 
nipeg "boy" appears, the member in 
wh-.se district the relatives reside, 
makes a point of visiting tb«n im- 
mediately to sympathize, and; if 
possible ,be_of some, practical assist- 
ance to the sorrowing ones.

Thc weather had turned extremely 
cold on our arrival at this place, and 
at 10.30 a,m. we commenced thc 
uay's fighting with an open-air 
meeting, followed by an Holiness 
meeting.

STRICKEN POLAND 

THE action of the Central Powers 
in making an ostentatious grant 
of "independence" to Poland, once 
more brings before the public eye 
an ill-fated country, the history of 
which is little known (says a writer 
In the London "Sphere"). 

The, great growth of the PolMt 
iittpiTe came in the fifteenth and 
sixteenth centuries, until in 16*35 it 
-was the largest State hi Europe, with 
the exception of Russia. But it had 
no unity, and its internal condition 
was frequently disturbed. AH power 
and privileges were engrossed by the 
nobles, a caste oi about 400,000 souls. 
Wars with Russia. Sweden, and Tur- 
key weakened Poland so much that' 
In the eighteenth century it had be- 
eopie a sort of appendage of Russia. 

It was finally divided up in 1796 
by Russia, Germany, and Austria. 
The work has never been undone, 
and Poland remains a "geographical 
expression" to this day. VA at will 
happen lo it at the end oi the pre- 
sent war remains to be seen.
